Experts Try 
Interest Bees 
In Tomatoes 


CLEVELAND (J*) — A gricultural 
ex p erts are try ing to train bees to 
p ollinate hothouse tom atoes. 
But the bees don’t go too m uch 
for the taste of tom atoes and on 
cold, cloudy 
day s, 
th e y ’re 
just 
p lain lazy . 
Ralp h B. N eisw ander. an ento­ 
mologist at Ohio State U niversity , 
has been working with the bees at 
the Wooster A gricultural E x p eri­ 
m ental Station for 18 months. 
He w ent over his p rogress y e s te r­ 
day before IOO Cleveland area a g­ 
riculturists attending 
the 
annual 
vegetable grow ers conference. 
He said he w as hop eful of event­ 
ually teaching the bees to p ollinate 
the p lants p rop erly and thus save 
m any hours of tiring work for the 
grow ers. He said: 
“ There are about IO clusters on 
each tom ato p lant and about 10,000 
tom ato p lants in every acre. 
“ The grow er m ust vibrate each 
of these p lants 
to 
shake 
p ollen 
from the p la nt’s anth er to its stig­ 
m a so th at fertilization will take 
p lace and tom atoes will develop .” 
To vib rate the p lants, the grow er 
m ust m ake several trip s through 
his p lants, 
shaking 
them 
as 
he 
goes. 
N eisw ander hop es to m ake the 
bees like tom ato p ollen better by 
gradually adding it to their food 
and not letting them taste any oth­ 
e r p ollen. 
And their aversion to cold day s 
m a y be overcom e, 
he 
said, 
by 
raising the te m p e ra ture in gre e n­ 
houses during the w inter months.

A SINGLE kidney stone, some­ 
times sm aller than a pea, can 
cause one of the most sev ere 
pains Imaginable, lf it mov es into 
the ureter, the tube leading from 
the kidney to the bladder. The 
person will scream with agony a t 
the sev erity of the pain. Hard 
v omiting m ay also accom pany it. 
The pain may trav el down to 
the groin and across the abdo­ 
men from the back and in m any 
Instances, resemble an appendi­ 
citis attack. 
W ithout Pain 
Howev er, a stone can be pres­ 
ent w ithout the occurrence of 
pain. Usually there will be blood 1 
in the urine. 


■ to use to prev ent future attacks. 
The consumption of a large 
j am ount of fluids daily is helpful 
in some cases in prev enting the 
recurrence of kidney stones. The 
large am ount of fluid dilutes the 
urine and causes a faster passage 
of the sediments and minerals in 
the urine through the elim inat­ 
ing tract. A total daily intake of 
as much as a gallon of water is 
adv ised in some cases. 
The diet should be high in V ita­ 
min A. and it is adv isable for the 
indiv idual to take a dosage of 
50,000 units of Vitamin A daily, 
according to some physicians.

SMOOTH FLYING AHEAD 
THE ER A OF THE piston-engine mili­ 
ta ry airplane has all but ended, reports the 
av iation industry in its annual*rev iew of 
aircraft trends. It predicts that jet aircraft 
production will reach 75 per cent of the to­ 
tal output before the end of the year. 
Piston driv en craft acquired by the mili­ 
t a r y then will be limited to transports, 
trainers, helicopters and sm all reconnais­ 
sance planes.

WASHINGTON—A curious and 
significant aspect of the McCar- 
thy-Jenner-Velde pursuit of Reds 
and fellow-trav elers in and out 
of gov ernment is *hat such seem­ 
ingly irrelev ant factors as youth 
and wealth appear to determine 
the supporters ana the opponents 
of their joint anti-Communist ef­ 
fort. That obsenation applies to 
officials and v oters of both m a­ 
jor Parties. 
Although no sweeping analysis 
can be v entured in this question, 
numerous sign* and polls 
indi­ 
cate that the young people gen­ 
erally disapprov e of

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TARZAN, SOVIET MENACE 
IT IS THE IRONY OF fate that spoils of 
war taken by the Russians from Berlin in 
1945 should today be spoiling the sleep of 
Soviet farm 
animals. 
Pravda, 
official 
newspaper of the Russian Communist par­ 
ty, would like to see in this an internation­ 
alist plot stemming from America. 
As that is impossible, it denounced Kino 
Prokat, an organization that distributes 
movies in the Soviet area, for sending four 
Tarzan films, made years ago in Holly­ 
wood with Johnny Weissmuller as star, into 
livestock areas of communal farm s a n d 
making night hideous b y jungle roars. 
For years these four films were the most 
popular movies in Moscow, with l o n g 
queues waiting at the theaters for admis­ 
sion and no journalistic protests. Evidently 
the city dwellers were able to absorb the 
roars with gusto. Not so the farm peasants, j 
Pravda insists. 
First the farm population got scared, 
then remained to thrill at the exploits of 
the indomitable Tarzan with his full ape 
call. But that, says veracious Pravda, got 
livestock to squealing and howling in the 
barns, almost loud enough to drown out the 
movie roar. 
A truly sad state of affairs, this, with the 
four films booked ahead in village after 
village. To make it worse, they are follow-1 
ed by cowboy and pirate films, obviously 
of American origin, too, full of shooting to 
disturb the peace of night. This ‘‘trash” 
will never do for the peasants. What P rav­ 
da wants is less excitement for the peas­ 
ants and more “ cultural” films about Rus­ 
sian scientists, doctors and teachers. 
And when the tumult and the shouting ! 
dies, what reassurance to the communal 
farmers if each doctor were depicted going 
about with hypodermic needles, prepared 
to restore sleep to chickens and c a t t l e 
awakened by nightmares. Then life would 
be blissful, indeed, down on the Soviet 
farm. 


SMOOTH FLYING AHEAD 
THE ERA OF THE piston-engine mili­ 
tary airplane has all but ended, reports the 
aviation industry in its a n n u a l'review of 
aircraft trends. It predicts that jet aircraft 
production will reach 75 per cent of the to­ 
tal output before the end of the year. 
Piston driven craft acquired by the mili­ 
tary then will be limited to transports, 
trainers, helicopters and small reconnais­ 
sance planes. 
Overall aircraft production and employ­ 
ment are expected to taper gradually, with 
output dropping slightly under the current 
rate of 1,000 planes a month and the pres­ 
ent labor force of 775,000 in the industry 
dropping to 725,000. 
This is the picture as it appears now. If 
there are new and more ominous d e v e lo p ­ 
ments in international relations 
it could 
change before year’s end. 


It is only natural that the subversives, 
spies, Communists, fellow-travelers and 
those officials who by misfeasance or ne­ 
glect permitted them to enter the Govern­ 
ment and remain there should do every­ 
thing to protect themselves. They have a 
vested interest in the elimination of the 
Jenner and McCarthy Committees, which 
have only scratched the surface of infiltra­ 
tion by Kremlin agents. 
For instance, by accident, the McCarthy 
Committee moved into Fort Monmouth and 
discovered a n e s t of subversion and espion­ 
age organized by Julius Rosenberg. The dif­ 
ficulty in this investigation is that corrob­ 
orative information is hard to get at. While 
espionage is so c le a r as to be on the sur­ 
face, the investigators a r e practically shut 
off from getting at further data when the 
spy pleads the Fifth Amendment. 
And the plea of the Fifth Amendment is 
made without regard to fitness. The Senate, 
to uphold the dignity of the Constitution, 
ought to cite several of these witnesses and 
their lawyers for contempt. Some lawyers 
have become specialists in depriving t h e 
United States of its defenses against es­ 
pionage and it would appear to a layman 
that this is an impropriety. 
The latest defensive measure of the sub­ 
versives and their associates is to propose 
the abolition of the experienced committees 
of the Senate and the House in this field, 
the Jenner Committee, the McCarthy Com­ 
mittee and the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, and to substitute in 
their place a Commission appointed by the 
President. 
Experience has shown that several com­ 
mittees are essential so that if one com­ 
mittee becomes inactive or is bogged down 
in politics, another exists to act. For in­ 
stance, what is now the McCarthy Commit­ 
tee, the Senate Perm anent Subcommittee 
on Investigations of the Committee on Gov­ 
ernment Operations, was totally inactive 
until Senator McCarthy became its chair­ 
man. The field is so broad, no one comm it­ 
tee could cover it all. 
The proponents of this Commission idea 
advocate that it, being appointed by t h e 
President, have access to all files, includ­ 
ing those of the FBI. 
No Congressional 
committee has ever claimed or obtained 
that right. It is doubtful if the Congress 
will ever grant it. Thus far, the use of files 
is at the discretion of the President and the 
Department of Justice. Nothing w o u l d 
please the subversives more than for them 
to lay their hands on FBI files. All they 
would need would be to put one girl into 
such a committee—a clever Communist op­ 
erative and she would steal every docu­ 
ment in those files, just as Julius Rosen­ 
berg stole the atom bomb. 
Before Congress granted such authority 
to any committee, it ought to put Elizabeth 
Bentley on the witness stand to tell how 
her operatives stole documents from ev­ 
ery department of government, except the 
FBI. Or they might get from Igor Gouzen­ 
ko the story of how a close assistant to Sec­ 
retary of State Stettinius provided Kremlin 
agents with valuable data. Does Gouzenko 
refer to Alger Hiss? Up to now, he has said 
that he did not know the name of t h a t 
agent. But Elizabeth Bentley, Hede M ass­ 
ing, and Whittaker Cham bers did know the 
name.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Presence of Kidney Stone Can 
Cause Severe Pain to Patient 


By HERMAN N. B UN DESEN, M.D. 
A SINGLE kidney stone, som e­ 
tim es sm aller th a n a pea, can 
cause one of the m ost severe 
pains im aginable, lf It moves into 
th e ureter, th e tube leading from 
th e kidney to the bladder. The 
person will scream w ith agony a t 
the severity of th e pain. H ard 
vom iting m ay also accom pany it. 
The pain m ay travel down to 
th e groin and across th e abdo­ 
m en from th e back and in m any 
instances, resem ble an appendi­ 
citis attack. 
W ithout Pain 
However, a stone can be pres­ 
e n t w ithout th e occurrence of 
pain. Usually there will be blood 
in the urine. 
D uring a severe attack, large 
am ounts of narcotics and a n ti­ 
spasm odic drugs are necessary in 
order to relieve th e pain. Once it 
has been relieved, X -rays should 
be taken w hereby a dye is in ­ 
jected Into th e vein and travels 
through th e blood system to the 
kidneys and out th ro u g h th e kid­ 
neys. The X -ray w ith this dye 
will show th e presence and loca­ 
tion of th e stone, so th a t proper 
treatm en t m ay be instituted. 
Cure May Be N atural 
Most kidney stones will pass by 
them selves. However, in some in ­ 
stances, it will be necessary for 
th e physician to pass a special 
Instrum ent into the bladder and 
ureter in order to remove the 
stone or, in some cases, to oper­ 
ate to rem ove th e stone. 
The person who has had a se­ 
vere attack of kidney.stones has 
fresh in his m ind the severity 
and the anguish of his pain and 
will usually readily listen to his 
physician’s advice about m ethods 


to use to prevent future attacks. 
The consum ption of a large 
am ount of fluids daily is helpful 
in some cases In preventing the 
recurrence of kidney stones. The 
large am ount of fluid dilutes the 
urine and causes a faster passage 
of th e sedim ents and m inerals in 
the urine through th e elim inat­ 
ing tract. A to tal daily intake of 
as m uch as a gallon of w ater is 
advised in some cases. 
The diet should be high In V ita­ 
m in A, and it is advisable for the 
individual to take a dosage of 
50.G00 units of V itam in A daily, 
according to some physicians. 


Use of D rugs 
Recently, a drug know n as hy- 
aluronidase has been used to pre­ 
vent kidney stones. It m ust be 
taken by injection under a phy­ 
sician’s direction. 
Many physicians, however, have 
ta u g h t their p atien ts how to give 
them selves 
injections 
of 
this 
drug a t regular intervals over a 
period of m onths in order to help 
prevent the recurrence of kidney 
stones. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. L. S.: I have had an unde­ 
scended m ale sex gland since 
birth. I am now 27 years of age 
and wonder if it should be re­ 
moved, for I h e a r th a t it can u n ­ 
dergo cancerous changes. 
Answer: It is tru e th a t m is­ 
placed sex glands can undergo 
cancerous changes m ore readily 
th a n norm al glands. However, it 
is usually best to have a physi­ 
cian observe th e condition at 
frequent intervals to see if any 
changes take place. If these oc­ 
cur then the gland can be re­ 
moved as the physician sees fit.

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TARZAN, SOVIET MENACE 
IT IS T H E IRONY O F fate that spoils of 
war taken by the Russians from Berlin in 


1945 should today be spoiling the sleep of

As th a t is impossible, it denounced Kino 
P ro k at, an organization th a t distributes 
movies in the Soviet a re a , for sending four 
T arz an films, m ade y e a rs ago in Holly­ 
wood with Johnny W eissm uller as star, into 
livestock a re a s of co m m u n al farm s a n d 
m a k in g night hideous by -jungle roars. 
For years these four film s were the m ost 
popular movies in Moscow, with l o n g 
queues waiting at the theaters for adm is­ 
sion and no journalistic protests. Evidently 
the city dwellers were able to absorb the 
roars with gusto. Not so the farm peasants, 
Pravda insists. 
First the farm population got scared, 
then rem ained to thrill at the exploits of 
the indomitable Tarzan with his full ape 
call. But that, says veracious Pravda, got 
livestock to squealing and howling in the 
barns, alm ost loud enough to drown out the 
m ovie roar. 
A truly sad state of affairs, this, with the 
four film s booked ahead in village after 
village. To make it worse, they are follow­ 
ed by cowboy and pirate films, obviously 
of A m erican origin, too, full of shooting to 
disturb the peace of night. This “trash’* 
will never do for the peasants. What Prav­ 
da w ants is less excitement for the peas­ 
ants and more “cultural” films about R us­ 
sian scientists, doctors and teachers. 
And when the tumult and the shouting 
dies, what reassurance to the communal 
farm ers if each doctor were depicted going 
about with hypodermic needles, prepared 
to restore sleep to chickens and c a t t l e 
awakened by nightmares. Then life would 
be blissful, indeed, down on the Soviet 
farm. 


SMOOTH FLYING AHEAD 
THE ERA OF THE piston-engine m ili­ 
tary airplane has all but ended, reports the 
aviation industry in its annual*review of 
aircraft trends. It predicts that jet aircraft 
production will reach 75 per cent of the to­ 
tal output before the end of the year. 
Piston driven craft acquired by the m ili­ 
tary then will be limited to transports, 
trainers, helicopters and sm all reconnais­ 
sance planes. 
Overall aircraft production and em ploy­ 
m ent are expected to ta p er gradually, with 
output dropping slightly under the c u rre n t 
rate of 1,000 planes a m o n th and the p r e s ­ 
ent labor force of 775,000 in the industry 
dropping to 725,000. 
This is the picture as it appears now. If 
there are new and m ore ominous develop­ 
m ents in international relations it could 
change before y e a r’s end. 


It is only natural that the subversives, 
spies, C om m unists, fellow-travelers and 
those officials who by m isfeasance or ne­ 
glect permitted them to enter the Govern­ 
m ent and r e m a in there should do every­ 
thing to protect themselves. They have a 
vested interest in the elimination of the 
J e n n e r and M cCarthy C om m ittees, which 
have only scratc h ed the surface of infiltra­ 
tion by Kremlin agents. 
For instance, by accident, the McCarthy 
Committee moved into Fort Monmouth and 
discovered a nest of subversion and espion­ 
age organized by Julius Rosenberg. The dif­ 
ficulty in this investigation is that corrob­ 
orative inform ation is h ard to get at. While 
espionage is so clear as to be on the sur­ 
face, the investigators are practically shut 
oft from getting at further data when the 
spy pleads the Fifth A m endm ent. 
And the plea of the Fifth A m e n d m e n t is 
m ade without re g a rd to fitness. The Senate, 
to uphold the dignity of the Constitution, 
ought to cite several of these w itnesses and ; 
their law yers for contempt. Som e lawyers 
have becom e specialists in depriving t h e 
United States of its defenses against 
es- j 
pionage and it would appear to a laym an 
that this is an impropriety. 
The latest defensive m e asu re of the sub­ 
versives and their associates is to propose 
the abolition of the experienced com m ittees j 
of the Senate and the House in this field, ; 
the J e n n e r Comm ittee, the McCarthy Com­ 
m ittee and the House Com m ittee on Un- 
A m erican Activities, and to substitute in 
their place a Commission appointed by the 
President. 
Experience has shown that several c o m -! 
mittees are essential so that if one com ­ 
mittee becom es inactive or is bogged down 
in politics, another exists to act. For in­ 
stance, what is now the McCarthy Commit­ 
tee, the Senate P e rm a n e n t Subcom mittee 
on Investigations of the Committee on Gov­ 
ernment Operations, was totally inactive 
until Senator M cCarthy becam e its chair­ 
man. The field is so broad, no one com m it­ 
tee could cover it all. 
The proponents of this Commission idea 
advocate that it, being appointed by t h e 
President, have access to all files, includ­ 
ing those of the FBI. 
No Congressional 
com m ittee has ever claimed or obtained 
that right. It is doubtful if the Congress j 
will ever grant it. Thus far, the use of files j 
is at the discretion of the President and the j 
Department of Justice. Nothing w o u l d 
please the subversives more than for them 1 
to lay their hands on FBI files. All they 1 
would need would be to put one girl into 
such a com m ittee—a clever Communist op­ 
erative and she would steal every docu­ 
ment in those files, just as Julius Rosen­ 
berg stole the atom bomb. 
Before Congress granted such authority 
to any com m ittee, it ought to put Elizabeth 
Bentley on the witness stand to tell how 
her operatives stole docum ents from ev­ 
ery department of governm ent, except the 
FBI. Or they m ight get from Igor Gouzen­ 
ko the story of how a close assistan t to Sec­ 
retary of State Stettinius provided Kremlin 
agents with valuable data. Does Gouzenko 
refer to Alger Hiss? Up to now, he has said 
that he did not know the nam e of t h a t 
agent. But Elizabeth Bentley, Hede M ass­ 
ing, and W hittaker C h am b ers did know the 
name.

Presence of Kidney Stone Can 
Cause Severe Pain to Patient 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A SINGLE kidney stone, some­ 
times smaller than a pea, can 
cause one of the most severe 
pains Imaginable, if it moves into 
the ureter, the tube leading from 
the kidney to the bladder. The 
person will scream with agony at 
the severity of the pain. Hard 
vomiting may also accompany it. 
The pain may travel down to 
the groin and across the abdo­ 
men from the back and in many 
instances, resemble an appendi­ 
citis attack. 
W ithout Pain 
However, a stone can be pres­ 
ent w ithout the occurrence of 
pain. Usually there will be blood 
In the urine. 
During a severe attack, large 
am ounts of narcotics and an ti­ 
spasmodic drugs are necessary in 
order to relieve the pain. Once it 
has been relieved, X -rays should 
be taken whereby a dye is in­ 
jected into the vein and travels 
through the blood system to the 
kidneys and out through the kid­ 
neys. The X-ray with this dye 
will show the presence and loca­ 
tion of the stone, so th a t proper 
treatm ent may be instituted. 
Cure May Be Natural 
Most kidney stones will pass by 
themselves. However, In some in­ 
stances, it will be necessary for 
the physician to pass a special 
instrum ent into the bladder and 
ureter in order to remove the 
stone or, in some cases, to oper­ 
ate to remove the stone. 
The person who has had a se­ 
vere attack of kidney.stones has 
fresh in his mind the severity 
and the anguish of his pain and 
will usually readily listen to his 
physician’s advice about methods 


to use to prevent future attacks. 
The consumption of a large 
amount of fluids daily is helpful 
in some cases in preventing the 
recurrence of kidney stones. The 
large am ount of fluid dilutes the 
urine and causes a faster passage 
of the sediments and minerals in 
the urine through the elim inat­ 
ing tract. A total daily intake of 
as much as a gallon of water is 
advised in some cases. 
The diet should be high in Vita­ 
min A. and it is advisable for the 
individual to take a dosage of 
50,000 units of Vitamin A daily, 
according to some physicians. 
Use of Drugs 
Recently, a drug known as hy- 
I aluronidase has been used to pre­ 
vent kidney stones. It must be 
j taken by injection under a phy­ 
sician’s direction. 
I 
Many physicians, however, have 
taught their patients how to give 
I themselves 
injections 
of 
this 
drug at regular intervals over a 
period of m onths in order to help 
prevent the recurrence of kidney 
stones. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. L. S.: I have had an unde­ 
scended male sex gland since 
birth. I am now 27 years of age 
and wonder if it should be re­ 
moved, for I hear th a t it can un­ 
dergo cancerous changes. 
Answer: It is true th a t mis­ 
placed sex glands can undergo 
cancerous changes more readily 
than normal glands. However, it 
is usually best to have a physi­ 
cian observe the condition at 
frequent intervals to see if any 
changes take place. If these oc­ 
cur then the gland can be re­ 
moved as the physician sees fit.

Individual Americans 
M a y Unload Some Of 
Their Obligations 


NEW YORK UP—Americans may 
*A*k off some of their debt load 
this year. 
Not Uncle Sam, of course. He’s 
expected to go deeper in debt 
than ever, if Congress lifts the 
debt limit. And state-and municipal 
governments 
will 
borrow 
more 
money, too. 
But American corporations are 
expected to borrow less money this 
year. They may use som^ of their 
1^- savings to reduce outstanding 
n^bt. And they are expecting that 
interest charges on the money they 
do borrow will be less this year. 
Individuals show signs, too, of 
being le^s in the borrowing mood. 
Consumer loans went up two bil­ 
lion dollars in 1953 to a record 28 
billion. But lenders report the in­ 
crease has now slowed to the most 
leisurely pace in 19 months, and 
that more persons seem to be in- 
bm' > ted in getting out from under 
oW debts than taking on new ones. 
Home mortgages grew by seven 
billion dollars in 1953 to a total of 
65 
billion. 
Many observers 
feel 
fewer homes will be built next 
year, so any increase to the total 
mortgage indebtedness from new 
homes may be pretty well offset 
by the regular payments on old 
mortgages. 
Loan totals may drop by five per 
c<^jjt this year, Roy L. Reierson. 
vFe president of the Bankers Trust 
Co. of New York, told the Econom­ 
ic Forum of the National Indus­ 
trial Conference Board. 
He figures business loans will 
be off the most and consumer 
loans off moderately. He thinks 
there will be some expansion in 
reaf estate 
mortgages. 
He says 
s t a t e and municipal financing 
should match the 1953 record of 
billion dollars. 
i.1iere are a number of reasons 
why business won’t be borrowing 
so much. 
This is the season when loans 
drop anyway. Wholesalers and re­ 
tailers who borrowed in the fall to 
carry their Christmas business will 
be paying the banks this month— 
if you pay your bills. Food proces­ 
sors and commodity dealers who 
borrowed at harvest time will be 
l^.in g back now. 
A year ago businessmen were 
borrowing to build up their inven­ 
tories. But this year they are cut­ 
ting back their stock and paying 
off their loans. 
There is one offsetting factor to 
this, however. Corporations must 
pay 45 per cent of their 1953 tax 
bills by March 15 and another 45 
per cent by June 15. Some may 
go to the banks in quest of tax 
iw iey.

Jesus Uses His Authority 


FIRST MIRACLE PERFORMED AT MARRIAGE IN CANA 


Scripture—John 2. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
ST. JOHN is the o n l y New 
Testament author who tells the 
story of what he calls the first 
miracle which occurred at the 
start of the Lord’s public min­ 
istry. The only miracle that is 
related in all four gospels is the 
one of the feeding of the 5,000. 
Our commentator says this was 
actually the 13th in chronological 
order, the others being related 
by Matthew, Mark ajid Luke. 
John tells us that it was just 
three days after the events of 
last week’s lesson when the four 
accepted Christ as the Messiah, 
that there was a w e d d i n g in 
Cana, a little village in Galilee, 
and Mary, Jesus’ m o t h e r was 
present as a friend or relative of 
either bride or groom. Jesus and 
His disciples were invited and ac­ 
cepted the invitation. 
The wedding principals were 
evidently not wealthy, nor were 
their g u e s t s. 
Few of Jesus’ 
friends were rich. A Jewish wed­ 
ding lasted about a week, with a 
grand feast when the groom and 
his companions brought the bride 


It was the custom to serve the 
best wine at the beginning of the 
feast, reserving the lesser until 
the l a s t . 
When the governor 
tasted the contents of the water- 
pot he said: to the bridegroom, 
“Every man at the beginning doth 
set forth good wine; and when 
men have well drunk, then that 
which is worse; but thou hast 
kept the good wine until now.” 
This m a n i f e s t a t i o n of His 
authority confirmed the disciples 
in their belief in Him. 
John also tells us of the first 
cleansing of the temple by Jesus. 
The time of the Passover was at 
hand, so after a few days at 
Capernaum with His m o t h e r , 
brethren and disciples, the Lord 
went to Jerusalem. 
“The Passover of the Jews con­ 
sists of a sheep which is sacri­ 
ficed, each man taking a sheep 
according to his father’s house; 
and the Passover is accompanied 
by the slaughter of thousands of 
rams and goats, in proportion to 
the number of houses of the peo­ 
ple.” 
When Jesus went to the temple

to the groom’s ho me . M a n y 
guests were p r e s e n t and that 
meant a great outlay for food 
and wines. In this case the wine 
for the ceremonies gave out, and 
Mary heard of it and told Jesus, 
“They have no wine.” 
Jesus’ reply s e e m s rude to 
many until it is explained that in 
the original Greek the words, 
“Woman, what have I to do with 
thee? m i n e h o u r is not yet 
come,” were not rude at all, but 
even tender and affectionate. 
At any rate, Mary was not dis­ 
pleased, and she said to those 
who were helping as servants on 
this important occasion, “Whatso­ 
ever He saith unto you, do it.” 
Now there were six s t o n e 
waterpots set there, “after the 
manner of the purifying of the 
Jews, containing two or three fir­ 
kins apiece ’—about 20 gallons, 
more or less. 
“Jesus saith unto them, Fill the 
waterpots with water. And they 
filled them to the brim.” 
Then said Jesus, “Draw out 
now, and bear to the governor of 
the feast. And they bare it.” 
* The men who drew the “water” 
from the pots knew at once that 
it had been changed to wine, but 
no one else present did. The gov­ 
ernor or steward was the man­ 
ager of the feast, and one of his 
duties was to taste the wines and 
food before the g u e s t s were 
served. 


He “found those that sold oxen 
and sheep and d o v e s , and the 
changers of money sitting.” He 
made a scourge of small cords 
and drove all out of the temple. 
“Take t h e s e things hence; 
make not My Father's house an 
house of merchandise,” He told 
them. 
“His disciples remembered that 
it was written, The zeal of Thine 
house hath eaten me up,” think­ 
ing, most likely, that Jesus was 
so righteously indignant that He 
was carried away. 
The Jews asked Christ what 
sign He could show them, “see­ 
ing Thou doest these things?” 
Jesus answered, “Destroy t h i s 
temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up." The Jews were skep­ 
tical, but St. John adds, “But He 
spake of the temple of His body,” 
meaning His resurrection. 
When He was indeed risen from 
the dead, His disciples remem­ 
bered He had said this to them. 
This is the first time Jesus men­ 
tioned His Resurrection. 
At this time many believed in 
Jesus when they saw the miracles 
He did. However, Jesus k n e w 
men; He knew what was in man, 
John tells us. 
Yes, He knew 
men—all men, their strength and 
their weaknesses, t h e i r virtues 
and faults, and He believed all 
could be saved. Shall we despair 
of man when Christ never did, 
even in His suffering as a man?

Jesus Uses His Authority 


FIRST MIRACLE PERFORMED AT MARRIAGE IN CANA 


Scripture— John 2.

ST. JOHN is the o n l y New 
Testament author who tells the 
story of what he calls the first 
miracle which occurred at the 
start of the Lord’s public min­ 
istry. The only miracle that is 
related in all four gospels is the 
one of the feeding of the 5,000. 
Our commentator says this was 
actually the 13th in chronological 
order, the others being related 
by Matthew, Mark and Luke. 
John tells us that it was just 
three days after the events of 
last week’s lesson when the four 
accepted Christ as the Messiah, 
that there was a w e d d i n g in 
Cana, a little village in Galilee, 
and Mary, Jesus’ m o t h e r was 
present as a friend or relative of 
either bride or groom. Jesus and 
His disciples were invited and ac­ 
cepted the invitation. 
The wedding principals were 
evidently not wealthy, nor were 
their g u e s t s . 
Few of Jesus’ 
friends were rich. A Jewish wed­ 
ding lasted about a week, with a 
grand feast when the groom and 
his companions brought the bride 


It was the custom to serve the 
best wine at the beginning of the 
feast, reserving the lesser until 
the l a s t . 
When the governor 
tasted the contents of the water- 
pot he said: to the bridegroom, 
"Every man at the beginning doth 
set forth good wine; and when 
men have well drunk, then that 
which is worse; but thou hast 
kept the good wine until now.’’ 
This m a n i f e s t a t i o n of His 
authority confirmed the disciples 
in their belief in Him. 
John also tells us of the first 
cleansing of the temple by Jesus. 
The time of the Passover was at 
hand, so after a few days at 
Capernaum with His m o t h e r , 
brethren and disciples, the Lord 
went to Jerusalem. 
"The Passover of the Jews con­ 
sists of a sheep which is sacri­ 
ficed, each man taking a sheep 
according to his father’s house; 
and the Passover is accompanied 
by the slaughter of thousands of 
rams and goats, in proportion to 
the number of houses of the peo­ 
ple.” 
When Jesus went to the temple

to the groom’s h o m e . M a n y 
guests were p r e s e n t and that 
m eant a great outlay for food 
and wines. In this case the w ine 
for the ceremonies gave out, and 
Mary heard of it and told Jesus, 
"They have no wine.” 
Jesus’ reply s e e m s rude to 
many until it is explained that in 
the original Greek the words, 
"Woman, what have I to do with 
thee? 
m i n e h o u r is not yet 
come,” were not rude at all, but 
even tender and affectionate. 
At any rate, Mary was not dis­ 
pleased, and she said to those 
who were helping as servants on 
this important occasion, "Whatso­ 
ever He saith unto you, do it.” 
Now there were six s t o n e 
waterpots set there, "after the 
manner of the purifying of the 
Jews, containing two or three fir­ 
kins apiece ’—about 20 gallons, 
more or less. 
"Jesus saith unto them. Fill the 
waterpots with water. And they 
filled them to the brim.” 
Then said Jesus, "Draw out 
now, and bear to the governor of 
the feast. And they bare it.” 
* The men who drew the "water” 
from the pots knew at once that 
it had been changed to wine, but 
no one else present did. The gov­ 
ernor or steward was the man­ 
ager of the feast, and one of his 
duties was to taste the wines and 
food before the g u e s t s were 
served. 


He "found those that sold oxen 
and sheep and d o v e s , and the 
changers of money sitting.” He 
made a scourge of small cords 
and drove all out of the temple. 
"Take t h e s e things hence; 
make not My Father's house an 
house of merchandise,” He told 
them. 
"His disciples remembered that 
it was written, The zeal of Thine 
house hath eaten me up,” think­ 
ing, most likely, that Jesus was 
so righteously indignant that He 
was carried away. 
The Jew's asked Christ what 
sign He could show them, "see­ 
ing Thou doest these things?" 
Jesus answered, "Destroy t h i s 
temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up.” The Jews w'ere skep­ 
tical, but St. John adds, "But He 
spake of the temple of His body,” 
meaning His resurrection. 
When He w'as indeed risen from 
the dead, His disciples remem­ 
bered He had said this to them. 
This is the first time Jesus men­ 
tioned His Resurrection. 
At this time many believed in 
Jesus when they saw the miracles 
He did. However, Jesus k n e w 
men; He knew what was in man, 
John tells us. 
Yes, He knew 
men—all men, their strength and 
their weaknesses, t h e i r virtues 
and faults, and He believed all 
could be saved. Shall we despair 
of man when Christ never did, 
even in His suffering as a m an?

At the end of 1953—the 17th year 
of Federal social security—old-age 
and survivors insurance payments 
of about $1V4 million in monthly 
benefits were going to approxi­ 
mately 29,000 persons in the Colum­ 
bus area, according to C. C. Darby, 
m anager of the Columbus social se­ 
curity office. This area includes the 
counties of Franklin, Pickaway, 
Fairfield.

For the entire nation, includ­ 
ing Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands, estimates 
show an increase of approximate­ 
ly one million beneficiaries with 
the year ending Dec. 31. The 5- 
xnillionth person was awarded 
payments just over a year ago. 
In Sept., 1950 Congress enacted 
an amendment to the law which 
greatly expanded the scope of the 
program. At that time only three 
million people were getting bene­ 
fits.
